However, Jones pointed out, the 
bulk of the overnight subscriptions 
were large corporation purchases. 
More subscriptions by individuals, 
he said, are urgently needed to 
“put St. Louis over the top.”

Some Friction Over 
Choices but Both Par- 
ties Fare About Equal- 
ly Well in Selections.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 28.— 
Appointment of the important 
standing committees of the Mis- 
souri Constitutional Convention by 
the three principal officers was 
announced today by President 
Robert E. Blake of Webster 
Groves, after some discord over 
rejection of some of the Demo- 
cratic preferences for chairmen 
and member posts. 

While there was friction over 


the election of personnel of the 
26 committees, which will give 
first consideration to proposed 
constitutional changes, some of it 
bordering on bitterness, the selec- 
tions as a whole appear less sub- 
ject to criticism than had been 
anticipated in the politically tinged 
preliminary organization of the 
convention. 

Vice-President Richard. R. Nacy 
(Dem.), Jefferson City, who spon- 
sored the preferences of the Demo- 
cratic delegates, was overridden 
in a number of instances by Blake 
(Dem.), and Vice-President Don 
C. McVay (Rep.), Trenton, who 
were in accord on virtually all of 
the choices, 

The three officers had been 
charged by the convention with 
the task of selecting the commit- 
tee members and chairmen, on the 
basis of an equal politica} division 
between Democrats and Repub- 
licans. 


Parties Fare About Equally Well. 


Despite the differences the Dem- 
ocrats, in obtaining half of the 
memberships and chairmanship on 
a numerical! basis, also fared about 
equally with the Republicans in the 
allotment of chairmanships of the 
major committees. 

Blake, in announcing. the ap- 
pointments, said “we were not in 
agreement on all of the appoint- 
ments, but it was surprising how 
much we did agree.” 

“There are some tough spots,” he 
added. “There were bound to be 
some. But in judging the com- 
mittees, consider the complexion of 
the whole committees with these 
tough spots, and the qualifications 
and experience of the other mem- 
bers.” 

Nacy, who was in a minority 
position in the picking of the com- 
mittees, said the three officers “in 
the main were able to agree on 
committee members but we did 
not agree on a number of the 
chairmen.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP). 
—A single American plane flying 
from an escort carrier on Atlantic 
convoy duty made the initial at- 
tacks which led to the destruction 
of three German submarines, and 
severely damaged a fourth, the 
Navy reported today. 


Lt. Robert P. Williams, Sno- 
qualmie, Wash., sank one U-boat 
outright unaided, led an attack in 
which a second submarine was 
destroyed, and damaged a third 
so severely it was unable to sub- 
merge and became easy prey for 
another pilot from the carrier. 

Lt, Williams was flying a Grum- 
man Avenger bomber with Morris 
C. Grinstead, radio man, Letts, Ia., 
and Melvin H. Paden, machinist 
mate, Salinas, Cal., as his crew. 

65 Germans Rescued. 

About 65 German crewmen from 
the three sunken: U-boats were 
rescued by destroyers. The fourth 
submarine left merely a huge oil 
slick on the surface and was re- 
corded only as “possibly dam- 
aged.” 

The first of the series of at- 
tacks by Williams’ bombing plane

LONDON, Sept. 28 (AP).—Great 
forces of British heavy bombers 
struck three German cities last 
night, concentrating on the rubber 
center of Hanover in the second 
attack in force on that city with- 
in a week, amid indications that it 


is due for the same destructive 
pounding which leveled Hamburg. 

The Royal Air Force also raided 
the big German naval base of Em- 
den and the metal and machinery 
center of Brunswick. Thirty- 
eight bombers and a fighter were 
lost in the Hanover-Emden-Bruns- 
wick operations. (The German 
communique claimed 56 British 
planes shot down.) 

It was the second blasting with- 
in little more than 12 hours for 
Emden, where Flying Fortresses 
yesterday dropped explosives, in- 
cendiaries and pamphlets. Yester- 
day’s operations against Emden 
and other targets cost Germany 
58 fighter planes against an Al- 
lied loss of seven heavy bombers, 
one medium bomber and seven 
fighters. 

Last night’s attack was the elev- 
enth heavy bombing of Germany 
this month, and marked the forty- 
eighth time Hanover—160 mies 
due west of Berlin—has been 
bombed since the start of the war.

| Bombing of Lighted Hospital Ship

After the bombing the nurses 
were taken to North Africa and 
then back to rejoin United States 
Fifth Army evacuation hospitals 
which had been operating with 
enlisted men _ pinch-hitting for 
nurses. 

“The British sailors were mar- 
velous,” said Lt. Blanche Sigman 
of Cambridge, O., and Brooklyn, 


N. Y. “They were as calm as 
though nothing had happened and 
kept kidding all the time, 

“But the girls acted wonderfully, 
too. The sailors said they never 
could have saved us if the girls 
had become hysterical.” 

Lt. Sigman said she awakened 
at 5 a. m. when a bomb hit near 
the ship, which was lit brightly, 
with white, red and green lights 
aglow, and the moon beaming 
down, 

“T got up and dressed and start- 
ed up on deck,” she said. “I met 
two girls and they said they had 
not heard a bomb, so I decided not 
to awaken the others, I got back 
in bed and then a bomb hit. 

“It blew the doors off the 
hinges, shattered the walls, broke 
mirrors.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Sept. 28 (AP). 
—A strong British mobile armored 
column has raced 25 miles through 
Field Marshal Gen. Albert Kessel- 
ring’s defenses and captured 
Foggia, site of a gréat Italian air 
base and 12 satellite fields. 

Official reports disclosed the 
vanguard of Gen. Sir Bernard lL. 
Montgomery’s Eighth Army troops 
entered the city at 3 p. m. yester- 
day, easily overcoming minor op- 
position. Foggia is a railroad and 
highway center as well as an air 
base. It is 70 miles northeast of 
Salerno, 


The Allied communique said 


}| “considerable casualties” had been 


inflicted on the Germans around 
Foggia, although resistance was 
not strong. There were indications 
that the swift advance left Kessel- 
ring’s rearguard forces at the 
mercy of British columns. 

The advance was so rapid that 
the Germans did not have time te 
destroy the airfields. 


Fifth Army Gaina. 

At the same time, Lt. Gen. Mark 
W. Clark’s Fifth Army registered 
gains of from two to five miles to 
the north in the Salerno area in 
the face of stubborn German re 
sistance. 

The Fifth Army captured the 
towns of Lioni and Castelnuovo 
on the eastern flank of this line, 
a sector held by American troops. 

The historic city and important 
road junction of Melfi, in the cen- 
ter of the peninsula, also was tak- 
en by Allied forces. 

North of Salerno British troops 
plunged forward two miles. 
Some idea of the intense fight- 
ing encountered by the Fifth Army 
was given by prisoners of the Ger~ 
man Sixteenth Panzer Division 
who said their division had been 
virtually put out of action, with 

its losses exceeding 50 per cnt. 

(Today’s German communique 
said the “pressure” of the Allies 
had been considerably increased 
with the landing of fresh forces. 
It added: “While all attacks were 
beaten back in the Salerno area 
our troops have disengaged them-~- 
selves according to plan in the 
area of Foggia and have retreated 
to prepared mountain positions. 
Foggia was evacuated after de

HEAVY TAX RISE TO MEET ’44 
PLAN OUTLINED BY GEORGE 


Senator Says Use of Present Methods Would 
Involve Doubling Surtax and Cutting 
Exemptions.

WASHINGTON, Sept 28 (AP). 
—A grim preview of what tax- 
payers may expect from the next 


revenue bill was offered today by: 


Chairman George (Dem.), Georgia, 
of the Senate Finance Committee. 
George, while emphasizing that 
he was not advancing any pro- 
gram, told reporters that if Con- 
gress follows the accepted methods 
of taxation in its quest for 10 
billion dollars or more a year (the 
Treasury wants 12 billion dollars) 
it will have to do these things: 

Boost normal and surtax rates 
to 382 per cent in the lowest 
brackets of $2000 net income and 
under. (This would be done by 
‘abolishing the 5 per cent victory’ 
tax, retaining the present 6 per 
cent normal and doubling the 
present 13 per cent surtax.) 

Eliminate the present 10 per 
cent credit for earned income 
and lower the $1200 exemption 
for married persons to $1000, 
cutting the allowance for depend- 
ents from $350 to $300. The $500 
exemption for single persons 
could be allowed to stand un- 
c 
Increase the combined. normal 
and surtax rates on corporations 
from 40 per cent to 50 per cent. 

Increase the rates of excise 
taxes on such commodities as 
liquor and tobacco and broader 
the field to take in many other 
commonly-used articles. 

George said the changes which 
he mentioned in individual] income 
taxes would produce additional 


revenue of from six billion dollars 


to seven billion yearly. He esti- 


mated the increase {n corporation 
rates would produce about one bil- 
lion dollars, and two billion dollars 
or more might be obtained in the 
widened field of excise levies. 

“There will have to be stéep in- 
creases in corporation, individual 
and excise tax rates if we are to 
get even 10 billion dollars more,” 
George said. He added that if 
Congress decided to turn back any 
of this money to the taxpayers in 
the form of a postwar rebate, the 
changes he mentioned actually 
would not produce more than $6,- 
500,000,000 in net annual revenues. 

He agreed that any widening of 
the field of excise taxes would 
have to be so broad as to amount 
in effect to a form of selective 
sales tax. 

There have been indications that 
the administration would prefer 
such levies to the 10 per cent retail 
sales tax suggested yesterday by 
Representative Taber (Rep.), New 
York, ranking Republican on the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. 

Taber proposed such a tax as 
one method of "heading off the 
surge of inflation,” although he 
estimated its probable yield at up- 
wards of five billion dollars an- 
nually. Sales tax proposals have 
been advanced gecently by Senator 
Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, and other 
members of the Finance Commit- 
tee, but George generally has op- 
posed them,

He 
noted that Russian demands for 
equipment have altered consider- 
ably, and the Soviet Government 
is asking for 50 per cent more 
trucks and hundreds of locomo- 
tives. 

“At least on that front,” he said, 
“locomotives have apparently be- 
come more important than tanks.” 

As to military lend-lease sup- 
plies for civilian populations in 
conquered areas, Gaud said the re- 
quirements would be great for the 
obvious reason that “no (military) 
front is safer than the civilian 
areas behind it.” — 


Early Collapse Unlikely. 

Maj. Gen, George V. Strong, 
Army intelligence chief, told yes- 
terday’s session that the German 
Army and air force were stronger 
now than when Poland was at- 
tacked four years ago. Gen. 
Strong rejected any talk of an 
early German collapse, and pre- 
sented a similar report on Japan. 

Gen. Strong disclosed these facts 
from the information collected by 
military intelligence officers: 

Germany has raised and 
equipped the armored and motor- 
ized and infantry divisions needed 
to replace each of the 20 divisions 
lost at Stalingrad. 

Despite the heavy losses inflicted 
by Allied air forces, the Luftwaffe 
is larger now than in 1939. 

Employment in war industries in 
Nazi-dominated territories, includ- 
ing Germany, has risen from 23 
million at the war’s start to a 
present total of 35 million, and 
some of the weapons produced are 
better than any the United Na- 
tions have.

The Germans now have 300 well- 
trained divisions, and this year 
alone have reformed and _  re- 
equipped or raised more than 60 
new divisions, each division with 
approximately 600 machine-guns

The Japanese still have approx- 
imately two million men of mil- 
itary age who have not been called 
to the colors because they have 
not been heeded and “they have 
nearly as many more in the 17-20 
age group who are not now sub- 
ject to the draft.”

Roosevelt Indicates New Air Blows 
at Germany From Foggia. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP).— 
Indicating new blows at Nazi Ger- 
many, President Roosevelt today 
described the fall of Foggia in 
Southern Italy as one of the most 
important Allied successes yet 
from a strategic point of view. 

‘The President told his press con- 
ference, the first in several weeks, 
that the victory brings the Allied 
air forces nearer Germany and 
will permit air cover for all opera- 
tions henceforth in Italy and in 
the Adriatic coast area, especially 
in Northern Italy. 

The President said he did not 
believe he was disclosing a mili- 
tary secret when he said the Ger- 
man general staff had drawn cir- 
cles around several strategic spots 
in Europe with Foggia in the cen- 
ter. 

Heretofore, he added, a very 
large part of Germany has been 
sleeping eutside what he called the 
vulnerable area. Now, he said, it 
will be unable to do so. 

He said the victory stands out 
as a demonstration of complete 
co-operation between the Allied 
land, air and naval forces,

PLACED OVER GIRAUD 


Gentilhomme Gets Newly- 
Created Post of ‘Civilian” 
War Minister. 


ALGIERS, Sept. 28 (AP).—In a 
surprise move today the French 
National Committee appointed 
Gen, Paul le Gentilhomme Com- 
missioner of National Defense. 

The post, a new one, was orig- 
inated at the demand of Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle to insure subor- 
dination of military to civil au- 
thority. Up to now, military au- 
thority had been represented by 
Gen. Henri Giraud, Commander- 
in-Chief of French forces. 

Gen, Gentilhomme has since July 
borne the title of Assistant Com- 
missioner of National Defense. 
His elevation was a surprise, as 
Adrian Tixier ,_ had been favored 
to win the new post. Gentilhomme, 
former High Commissioner of 
Madagascar, joined the then “Free 
French” forces of Gen. de Gaulle 
in October, 1940. 

The committee also announced 
the appointment of Henri Hop- 
penot, who has been in Washing- 
ton for some time, as its delegate 
to the United States. He is a 
Giraud follower. 

The appointment was seen as a 
recognition of his handling of the 
troublesome Martinique question 
as well as a concession to the 
Giraudists. He formerly was chief 
of the Quai d’Orsay’s European 
section. 


CANADA TAKES OVER WHEAT, 
SUSPENDS MARKET TRADING 


OTTAWA, Sept .28 (AP).—Sus- 
pension of wheat trading on the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange was an- 
nounced today by Canadian Trade 
Minister J. A. Mackinnon. He said 
the Canadian Wheat Board was 
taking over at Monday’s closing 
prices and until the board had 
completed the necessary arrange- 
ments the closing out of future 
contracts would be at those prices. 

The board’s initial payment to 
producers on authorized deliveries 
beginning today and for the re- 
mainder of the crop year 1943-44, 
and for the full crop year 1944-45, 
will be $1.25 a bushel, based on 
No. 1 northern wheat in store at 
Fort William, Port Arthur or Van- 
couver. 

“In placing control of the pur- 
chase and sale of Canadian wheat 
in the hands of the Wheat Board 
it will be possibie to deal with cur- 
rent and future marketing prob- 
lems on a basis more suitable to 
war conditions,” the announcement 
said.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN

Sagerak Captured. 

Today’s communique disclosed 
the capture of Sagerak, a village 
approximately 70 miles south and 
slightly east of Madang. It was the 
first hint of a land drive in that 
direction. 

Sagerak is eight miles northwest 
of Kaiapit, a valley village where 
Sept. 18, two days after the fall of 
Lae, big transport planes landed on 
a grassy field and unloaded Aus- 
tralian soldiers @ho clashed with 
an enemy force of,.200, killing 120 
and routing the others. 

Whether Sagerak’s capture was 
achieved by the air-borne force 
which took Kaiapit or meant a 
consolidated Allied line for all the 
68 miles from Sagerak to Lae was 
not made-clear. Since Lae’s fall, 
MacArthur’s forces definitely con- 
trolled the valley for 20 miles from 
that air base back to the airstrip 
of Nadzab, seized by paratroops 
Sept. 5. 

Recently, Mitchell medium bomb- 
ers swung low over the valley 85 
miles northwest of Lae to bomb 
and strafe enemy troops seeking 
a backdoor exit from the debacle 
at Lae and Salamaua,

tured the Yugoslav harbor town of 
Split, and had occupied the Island 
of Corfu off the northwest coast of 
Greece across the Ionian Sea from 
the heel of the Italian boot. 

Split was occupied by Yugoslav 
guerrillas and Italian troops after 
Italy’s surrender. Corfu had been 
held by Italian troops. 

A German communique said 
Split, on the Dalmatian coast of 
the Adriatic Sea, was “taken by 
storm.” 

Corfu, it said, was occupied “aft- 
er a short fight” by Nazi troops 
who landed after the Italians 
turned down an ultimatum to sur- 
render. “Several thousand prison- 
ers” were reported to have been 
taken. 

The Yugoslav liberation army, 
in a special communique broad- 
cast last night, had reported bitter 
fighting at Sinj where, it said, 
Nazis attempting to recapture 
Split suffered heavy losses, 

The communique announced the 
capture of Savnik, in the hills of 
Montenegro 50 miles from the 
Adriatic coast. Already holding 
Zadljak, the guerrillas now menace 
the German garrison at Niksic, 15 
miles to the southwest, besides 
commanding communications be. 
tween German bases in the in- 
terior.

There is no question of 
Puerto Ricans’ ability now to ad- 
minister their own internal affairs 
and to assume the attendant re- 
sponsibility. 

“It is recommended by the re- 
port of the committee that this 
fact be recognized at once. I agree 
that this should be done; and sug- 
gest that the Congress should con- 
sider it as a matter of right and 
justice for Puerto Ricans.” 

The United States got Puerto 
Rico from Spain in 1899. In 1917 
Puerto Ricans received full Ameri- 
can citizenship and Congress en- 
acted an organic law for govern 
ing the Caribbean island, reserving 
to the President of the United 
States the power to appoint the 
governor, attorney general, educa- 
tion commissioner, auditor and 
supreme court justices. 


BRAZIL UNIT READY FOR FRONT 


RIO DE JANEIR®, Sept. 2 
(AP).—Gen. Eurico Gaspar Dutra, 
Brazilian War Minister, said to- 
day that “all details already are 
established between Brazil and the 
United States for participation of 
a Brazilian expeditionary force in 
active war.” 

He made the statement at his 
first press conference since his re- 
turn from the United States last 
Sunday.

Vella Lavella, oc- 
cupied by American troops, poses 
a threat to the big enemy air base 
island of Bougainville, 

(A Tokyo radio broadcast said 
Allied reinforcements had landed 
on Vella Lavella, that two large 
Allied transports were set afire by 
Japanese planes and that fires 
were started at beach points where 
the landings were made.)

“Buck” Newell's sister, Mary 
Phyne Newell, stepped forward 
last night to say it was she who 


engaged John L. Sullivan as spe- 
cial prosecutor in the trial of 
Newell's stepson, William R. Grass- 
wick, who is under a 10-year sen- 
tence for the murder of the labor 
racketeer. 

Miss Newell, who lives at 9266 
Clayton road, Ladue, said she had 
imposed on Sullivan and the Jef- 
ferson County Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, W. Oliver Rasch, a require- 
ment that her part in the prose- 
cution be kept secret because she 
feared retaliation, 

“I was told that if I pressed th 
ease, bodily harm would be done 
to me,” Miss Newell said. This in- 
formation was conveyed to her, she 
said, in four anonymous telephone 
calls from a woman who threat- 
ened to throw acid on her face. 

Mystery Man “Just Nosy.” 

Identity of the mysterious char- 
acter who appeared in Hillsboro 
for the trial and was said to have 
been seen talking to prospective 
jurors was established by the 
Post-Dispatch today. He is John 
J. Ambereley, business agent for 
the AFL Theatrical and Amuse- 
ment Employes’ Union, Local B-2. 

Ambersley told a reporter he had 
gone to Hillsboro because he was 
“just nosy,” and denied that he 
had talked with any of the venire- 
men. He said he had not known 
Newell, and knew no member of 
his family. He offered no explana- 
tion of his presence at the trial 
except the statement that he was 
“just nosy.” 

Mrs. Newell, mother of the de- 
fendant, had reported Ambersley 
talked with two veniremen dur- 
ing a recess and said she over- 
heard Ambersley say, “I hope you 
get on the jury O K.” Because of 
this her son’s attorney considered 
asking the Court for an entirely 
new panel of veniremen from 
which to select the jury, but final- 
ly went ahead with the panel in 
court. 

Both Sullivan and Sigmund Bass, 
defense counsel] at the trial recog- 
nized Ambersley as someone they 
had seen hanging around criminal 
courts, but neither recalled the 
name. Sullivan remembered he 
had prosecuted him some years 
ago when he was Assistant'Circuit 
Attorney. 

The record shows tuat Ambers- 
ley was convicted of forgery in 
19383 and sentenced to six months 
in jail, but paroled from the bench 
by Circuit Judge Fred J. Hoff- 
meister. Police records show about 
25 arrests of -Ambersley in hand- 
book raids. He has an office 
above the Schubert Theater at 320 
North Grand boulevard, and iives 
at 5138 Lotus avenue. 

A witness this dfternoon before 
the grand, jury was Newell's 
widow, Mrs. Geraldine Newell who 
appeared, presumably, to tell what 
she knew of her husband’s hand- 
book operations which he carried 
on, she has said, in association 
with certain St. Louis policemen. 

Newell’s Story. 

Newell's sister said she had en- 
gaged a specia] prosecutor at the 
suggestion of Prosecutor Rasch, 
who told her the defense would 
be represented by Bass, in associa- 
tion with M. C. Mathes of Hills- 
boro. She said she thought there 
ought to be a “better balance be- 
tween the two sides.” 

Miss Newell said she knew no 
lawyers, but went through the 
telephone book and selected sev- 
eral names that “sounded good.” 
Sullivan's name impressed her, she 
recalled, because it “reminded me 
of a prize fighter.” He proved to 
be the first criminal lawyer on her 
list. 

She and Sullivan both said that 
he attempted to dissuade her from 
engaging a special prosecutor, 
arguing that thig more often than 
not handicapped the prosecution. 
When he agreed finaliy to accept 
the case, Miss Newell said, she told 
him she was a woman of modest 
means and could not afford a large 
fee. 

Sullivan accepted the case, she 
said, for the minimum fee recom- 
mended by the St. Louis Lawyers’ 
Association or the Bar Association, 
he was not sure which. That pro- 
vides $100 for the first appearance 
in court, and $50 for each subse- 
quent appearance. 

On that basis Sullivan’s fee in 
this case was $200. He told re- 
porters he did not expect anyone 
except his relatives to believe he 
took the case for such a fee — 
usually his services command 
much more. 

Miss Newell showed reporters a 
receipt for payment of $100 of the 
fee, and said she intended to bor- 
row money to pay the balance, al- 
though Sullivan had told her he 
would waive it if it would cause 
her any hardship to pay. 

Miss Newell insisted that she 
was standing “squarely alone” and

BOARD URGES 4C RISE 
IN RAIL WORKERS PAY 


Recommends Increase Under 
Little Steel Base for 300,000 
Operating Employes. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP).— 
The White House disclosed today 
that a railroad emergency board 
had recommended a wage increase 
of at least four cents an hour for 
300,000 operating employes of the 
railroads. 

The board reported to President 
Roosevelt these workers were en- 
titled to that much under the 
Little Steel formula and implied it 
would have recommended a higher 
figure if he had felt the Govern- 
ment would approve, 

The report was submitted on a 
2 to 1 vote, the minority member 
dissenting sharply because he fa- 
vored a more substantial increase, 
amounting to 7% per cent. 

The four cents an hour proposed 
by the majority amounts to 4% 
per cent of the average hourly 
earnings, 89.9 cents, paid on Janu- 
ary 1, 1941, which is the base date 
for the Little Steel formula, The 
five operating brotherhoods had 
asked for an increase of 30 per 
cent, or $3 a day, which ever might 
be higher. Unless set aside within 
80 days by the Economic Stabiliza- 
tion Director or rejected by the 
employes, the increase would be 
made effective as of April 1, 1943. 

“It is the opinion of the emergen- 
cy board,” said the _report, “that 
the employes involved in this dis- 
pute have made out a strong case 
for a wage increase to correct 
gross inequities and to aid in the 
effective prosecution of the war. 

“In view, however, of the order 
of the Economic Stabilization Di- 
rector of June 22, 1943, and his 
memorandum opinion of June 30, 
1943, in the non-operating case, 
thes board is compelled to conclude 
that, there being no substandards 
of living in the present dispute, the 
operating employes may be grant- 
ed such increase only as may be 
justified under the Little Steel for- 
mula.” | 

This referred to Stabilization Di- 
rector Fred M. Vinson’s order and 
opinion setting aside another emer- 
gency board’s report which recom- 
mended an increase of 8 cents an 
hour for the 1,100,000 non-operating 
railroad employes. 


Union President Calls Four-Cent 
Increase “Insult.”

FORMER AIR RAID WARDENS

NEW YORK, Sept. 28 (AP).— 
Two former Staten Island air raid 
wardens who pleaded guilty to 
charges of conspiracy to violate 
the wartine espionage act were 
sentenced today to 30 years in 
prison each by Judge Mortimer 
W. Byers in United States District 
Court in Brooklyn. 

Judge Byers told the two men, 
Ernest F. Lehmitz, 57 years old, 
and Erwin H. de Spretter, 52, he 
thought they had “not told the 
truth to the Government” and had 
“failed to co-operate with the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation” 
and that consequently he was im- 
posing the longest prison terms 
prescribed by law for such of- 
fenses, 

Federal agents testified that 
Lehmitz sent military information 
to Germany by means of invisible 
ink notes to persons in Spain and 
Portugal, and that De Spretter 
sold to Lehmitz some of the infor- 
mation transmitted.

SURAP IRON STOCK 
LOW, COLLECTION 
PLANNED FOR GITY 


‘Victory Bank’ Campaign 
Oct. 18-30 — Mills in 
Area Have Only a 
Month’s Supply. 


The collection of huge quantities 
of scrap iron and steel by citizens 
is the only protection against the 
possible closing of many of the 
country’s steel mills this winter, 
Edwin C. Berringer, national pres- 
ident of the Institute of Scrap 
Iron and Steel, Inc., declared last 
night, 

Speaking at a meeting of the 
St. Louis chapter of the Institute, 
at which plans were laid for the 
Office of Civilian Defense Victory 
Scrap Bank Drive here, Berringer 
said the scrap inventory in steel 
mills of the country is now about 
seven million tons, not enough to 
keep them going two months, 


The supply in the yards of the 
Seven steel mills in the St. Louis 
area, he asserted, is only enough 
to keep them going 30 days, and 
the mills here cannot depend on 
getting any of the scrap from the 
war fronts, for it is snapped up 
by east coast and west coast mills 
as soon as it lands, 


“Unless the collection of scrap 
in this area is accelerated,” he 
said, “there is a definite danger 
that steel mills here will be forced 
to close for lack of material.” 
Scrap collection, he explained, falls 
off considerably during the winter 
months, and the next 90 days may 
see more scrap used on the world 
battlefronts than has been used 
since Pearl Harbor. 

C, Douglas Smiley, general chair- 
man of the St. Louis OCD scrap 
drive, pointed out that the drive 
has been named the Victory Scrap 
Bank, because the scrap that is 
collected will be put into one vast 
reservoir to be drawn upon as it 
is needed. 

The national drive for scrap will 
start Friday and continue through 
Nov. 15, Smiley said, but the St. 
Louis campaign will start Oct. 18 
and continue through Oct, 30. 
School children and OCD block 
wardens will co-operate in the 
drive here, he said.

3 ON DRAFT BOARD 
RESIGN OVER PLAN 
TO INDUCT FATHERS 


St. Charles Men Say Essential 


Status of. Many in War Plants 
Is ‘Exaggerated.’ 


Three members of the St. 
Charles County Draft Board sub- 
mitted their resignations to State 
Selective Service headquarters at 
Jefferson City today, and issued a 
statement expressing indignation 
over the plan to induct fathers 
while war workers of draft age 
remain in a deferred classification. 

Asserting that, in their opinion, 
the essentiality to the war effort 
of many young men employed in 
war plants is “exaggerated,” the re- 
signing members, in their state- 
ment, declared: . 

“Ours is a small community, and 
we get reports almost daily about 
the idleness in war production 
plants, particularly those close to 
us. Under the recent order, many 
of the young men working in these 
plants will never experience the 
call to the armed forces. Deny- 
ing these young men the right to 
serve their country before taking 
the fathers is, we believe, an in- 
justice to both, and we cannot sub- 
scribe to it.” 

The resigning members are 
Irwin Weber, Milton Meyer and 
Hugh I. Holmes, postmaster of St. 
Charles. The two members re- 
maining on the board are Judge 
Henry Ohlms, presiding judge of 
the County Court and board chair- 
man, and John Richterkessing.

CHECK BEING MADE 
ON GASOLINE COUPONS 


Penalties Face Drivers Failing 
to Have License Number 
on Tickets. 


Enforcement of an Office of 
Price Administration regulation 
governing gasoline rationing by 


which motorists are required to in- 
dorse their gasoline coupons with 
their license numbers is being car- 
ried on by OPA investigators 
working near filling stations 
throughout the city. 

Edward G. Hotchkiss, rationing 
officer for St. Louis, who an- 
nounced the enforcement plan, 
said motorists found with tnin- 
dorsed coupons in their possession 
are subject to revocation of their 
gasoline coupons for a period of 
time to be determined by an OPA 
hearing board, 

“In the past,” Hotchkiss said, “it 
has been our policy to warn people 
and give them another chance, but 
so many cases of this type of 
violation have come to our atten- 
tion that some sort of enforcement 
action was deemed necessary.” 

Investigators at filling stations 
have been instructed to check ra- 
tion books as motorists drive in 
for gasoline or any other type of 
service. Names of those who have 
coupons that are not indorsed will 
be turned in to the St. Louis OPA 
office for a hearing, Hotchkiss as- 
serted., 

Filling station operators have 
complained to Hotchkiss, he said, 
that some motorists expect them to 
write the 1943 license number of 
the automobile and the state of 
registration on the face of the cou- 
pons when they get gasoline. 

“Aside from the fact that this 
creates a hardship on the filling 
station operators,” the rationing 
officer said, “people ought to real- 
ize that indorsing all their cou- 
pons in ink protects them in case 
of loss, or theft of their coupon 
book. Coupons cannot be used un- 
less the license number on them 
corresponds with the license num- 
ber of the car for which the gaso- 
line is purchased.”

jority leader, gave the House this 
statement from Secretary of War 
Stimson: 

“The President has absolutely 
refrained from interfering in any 
way with the War Department 
and in the choice of any generals 
of the United States Army and in 
their assignment to duty. The 
President has followed the advice 
of his military adviesrs in: the 
consideration of all questions of 
strategy, which have governed the 
war, and so far as his intrusion 
in any political’ or personal way 
it has been absolutely non-exist- 
ent.” 


McCormick sald Stimson also 
authorized him to say that “the 
President has a very high regard 
for Gen. Marshall and profoundly 
respects him and his ability.” 

Representative Andrews (Rep.), 
New York, ranking Republican 
member of the military committee, 
said he considered Marshall “pre- 
eminently fitted” for an assign- 
ment as global commander for the 
Allies.

Rollo Albert Clark, a one-time

TREATED SEWAGE I$ FOUND 
TO CONTAIN PARALYSIS VIRUS 


CHICAGO, Sept. 28 (AP). — A 
scientist searching for the sources 
of Chicago’s worst infantile paraly- 
sis epidemic reported yesterday 
that treated sewage—being flushed 
from a sewage disposal plant into 
the Dlinois waterway—was found 
to contain the virus of the disease. 

The report, made by Dr. Joseph 
L. Melnick of Yale University, did 
not state, however, that virus in- 
fected sewage was the only pos- 
sible source of the epidemic which 
has caused 786 cases of the dis- 
ease and 75 deaths in the city. 

Medical evidence previously had 
indicated that untreated sewage 
harbored the virus and that the 
common fly was able to transmit 
it to human 

The report, made to Mayor Ed- 
ward J. Kelly and Dr. Herman N. 
Bundesen, president of the Board 
of Health, said samples of treated 
sewage injected into a monkey pro- 
duced the disease as it occurs in 
monkeys.

H. M. Bitner, director of WPB’s 
printing and publishing division, 
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said the reductions in permissible 
total usage would become effective 
Friday. Required reductions will 
be figured on a sliding scale in 
combination with previously or- 
dered slashes. Smaller users will 
not be so drastically curtailed as 
publishers using 500 tons or more 
a quarter, who will be required to 
cut a full 10 per cent from the 
base total calculated on 103 per 
cent of net paid circulation. 


The sliding scale for calculating 
reductions ranges from 5 per cent 
for users of 50 tons to a full 10

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP).— 
The proposed reorganization plan 
for the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
Co. and its subsidiaries was filed 
with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission today by the company 
and committees representing mort- 
gage bondholders. 


Under the proposed reorganiza- 
tion the total capitalization would 
amount to $560,480,000. Total fixed 
and contingent charges would be 
$15,869,836. Dividends on 5 per 
cent series A preferred stock would 
be $2,885,841, giving total annual 
charges of $18,755,677. 

Preferred stock would be issued 
in the amount of $57,717,000, class 
A common $91,184,000, and class B 
common $58,897,000. Shares would 
be valued at $100 each. 

For every $100 worth of pre- 
ferred stock, present holders would 
receive a warrant granting the 
privilege of buying three-fourths 
of a $100 share of .new class B 
common stock. For every $100 
share of present common stock, 
holders could obtain purchase war- 
rants for one-fourth of a $100 share 
of the new stock. 

New class A and preferred stock 
would be issued among present 
holders of secured claims. 


Attorney Pleads Not Guilty 
Of Mercy Killing of Baby 


Pittsfield (Mass.) Man 
Arraigned on Charge 
of Beating 6-Month- 
Old Child to Death. 


PITTSFIELD, Mass., Sept. 28 
(AP)—John Franklin Noxon  Jr., 
46-year-old corporation lawyer, and 
Harvard graduate, pleaded not 
guilty in District Court today toa 
murder charge in the death of his 
six-month-old son, Lawrence, and 
was held without bail. 

Only a few spectators were seat- 
ed before Judge Charles L. Hib- 


bard while the socially prominent } 


attorney sat in the prisoner’s dock 
with bowed head and heard the 
clerk read the charge that he “did 
assault and beat with intent to 
murder and by such assault and 
battery did murder” the infant who 
was described by Police Chief John 
L. Sullivan as abnormal. 

After a conference in which As- 
sistant District Attorney Valmore 
Cote, Sullivan, and Noxon’s coun- 
sel, his law partner, Michael L. 
Eisner, and Walter J. Donovan 
took part before the bench, Judge 
Hibbard continued the case until 
Friday. Noxon will be held mean- 
while in Berkshire County Jail. 

His wife and his son, John F. 
IIT, 15, were not in the courtroom, 

Sullivan reported that death was 
due to electrocution’ in the opin- 
ion of the medical examiner and

quoted Noxon as saying that he 
was repairing a radio and took the 
baby from a chair because his 
diapers were wet and placed him 


on a metal tray, 25 inches long, 
resting the infant’s head and 
shoulders on a pillow. An exten- 
sion trouble light lay on the floor 
nearby, the story continued. 

Noxon then left the room for 
some tools and when he returned 
the child was dead. Sullivan said 
that the trouble light’s wire was 
around the echild’s left hand and 
that the baby suffered third de- 
gree burns on the left arm. 

Cote said Noxon had told Police 
Capt. Camille L. Marcell and In- 
spector Daniel J. McOlgan that on 
the night of the baby’s death he

Fighting Joined in Air and for Atolls Them- 
selves After Americans Move North 250 
Miles on Fringe of Japanese Conquests,

The battle now going on for the 
waters between the Japanese-held 
Gilbert Islands and the American- 
held Ellices, and for islands them- 
selves, every one of which is a 
potential anchored aircraft carrier, 
is the least known and understood 
of the whole Pacific war 

The Ellices are an “unknown 
front.” They have been the scene 
of long-range bomber thrusts, as 
in late April when B-24s flew 
from Funafuti to bomb the phos- 
phate-bearing island of Nauru and 
a Japanese plane base at Tarawa. 
Later, Funafuti was attacked by 
Jap long-range bombers 


Jap Photo Missions. 

The arm’s-length struggle moved, 
on Sept. % into jabbing distance 
when 12 long-range Japanese 
heavy bombers attacked Nanumea 
Island by daylight The raid, un- 
usually neavy for any place east 
of the Solomons, followed closely 
upon a series of visits of peeping 
Nipponese photographic planes to 
the three chief islands of the Ellice 
group north of Funafuti—Nanu- 
mea, or St. Augustine, Nukufetau, 
or De Peyster’s atoll, and Nui, 
also known as Egg or Netherland 
Island. 

Although with characteristic 
Navy secrecy, our advance from 
Funafuti through the Ellice Is- 
lands had been calculated to keep 
the Japs in ignorance until the 
last possible moment, it was un- 
avoidable that landing operations 
should eventually be seen by 
snooping Japanese search planes. 
(The Navy’s first announcement 
that American forces had moved 
into the Ellice group was made 
last April, although, as Weller dis- 
closes, the landing on Funafuti 
took place last October.) 

As the still unnamable Admiral 
in command here remarked, “We 
expect the Nanumea forces to be 
bombed before long.” 

Unlike the Solomons and New 
Britain islands where the waves of 
the open ocean beat directly on 
the beaches, the Ellices are almost 
all partial or complete atolls like 
Funafuti. (An atoll is a coral 
island or reef, usually encircling a 
lagoon.) 


Uncharted Islands. 

Such was our first landing place, 
while the forces of Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur and Adm. William F. 
Halsey Jr. were stealing the march 
en the Japs by rushing their land- 
ing craft, light tank carriers and 
equipment directly ashore under 
cover of darkness. Naval and Ma- 
rine forces here were forced by the 
peculiar atoll formation to work 
24 hours a day in order to circum- 
vent or get across these reef- 
fringed, diabolically tricky and al- 
most completely uncharted isiands. 

Before the bombing occurred 
which put the Americans and Jap- 
anese in their present grapple, 
Marine fighter pilots were able, 
however, to gain for their com- 
rades on exposed and vulnerable 
Nanumea severa] days’ respite by 
trapping the Japs’ “Photo Joe” and 
shooting him down. This interval 
made it possible for the Marines 


and Navy detachments working 
by daylight, to hold their long 
jump toward Japan without being 
attacked Later other Japanese 
photo planes slipped through and 
heavy bombing followed. 


Ring Around Japs. 


For a year, the Marines under 
Maj. Gen. Frederick Price, have 
been impatiently awaiting a 
chance to fight. Now, despite 
Japanese bombings, they have 
tightened by 250 miles our 
still wide and loose fence around 
Japan, from the Aleutians to 
India. They have taken the whole 
Ellice Group where they formerly 
possessed only its circular pendant, 
Funafuti. 

Careful preparation by Price—a 
leatherneck General who speaks 
five languages but usually ad- 


\dresses his subordinates by their 


Christian names—has made it pos- 
sible for this force to steal a march 
on the Japs comparable to that 
which the enemy stole against 
America in occupying the Aleu- 
tians. 


Through this adroit move the 
Navy and Marines have rubbed off 
a protruding bit from the Jap-held 
arc in the Pacific. The Ellices, 
while never actually occupitd by 
Jap forces, were the outermost 
bulge in the great half-circle of 
their conquests which made them 
the possessors—as they still are— 
of the second largest empire in the 
world. Our Ellice Islands move 
amounts to what, in ground ma- 
neuvers, is called a “correction of 
lines.” 


The forces of Adm. Chester W. 
Nimitz are now as close to the 
Jap-held Gilberts ag a submarine 
to its mothership. But how far 
this line has still to be closed is 
indicated by the sardonic signpost 
which some of these unsung Ma- 
rines, who have spent more than 
20 months on the Pacific’s “un- 
known front,” have hung on a 
Funafuti palmtree. 

It is a double signpost. One 
arm reads: “Tokyo, 3578 miles.” 
The other arm, with an arrow 
pointing toward home, says: “U. 8. 
A. What in hell do you care? Not 
going there.” 

The Marines and Navy have been 
waiting so long in this vestibule 
of the least known route to Japan 
—the route which leads straight 
through the Gilberts to the Mari- 


‘anne and Caroline Islands which 


the United States lost to Japan at 
the Versailles peace conference— 
that they are determined that the 
mid-Pacific corridor which begins 
in American Samoa shall end only 
on the steps of the Mikado’s palace.

Interpreting the War News 


‘ITALIAN CAMPAIGN LIKE SICILIAN 


(Copyright, 1943.) 

HE campaign in South Italy is 
T vesinning to look very much 

like the campaign in Sicily. The 
American Fifth Army is playing 
the role which Montgomery’s 
British Eighth Army played in Sic- 
ily—the frontal, holding attack on 
the enemy’s main position. In Sicily 
this was Catania and the foothills 
of Mount Etna; in Italy it is Na- 
ples and the mountains guarding 
the approaches to Mount Vesu- 
vius. Meanwhile, the British Eighth 
Army is making the great wheel 
around the flank, as the American 
Seventh Army did in Sicily. 
In the mountainous central re- 
gion the Eighth Army is making 
slow progress, and this was also 
true in Sicily; on the coast of the 
Adriatic it moves ahead more rap- 
idly as Patton’s men did from Mar- 
sala to Palermo and on to St. Stef- 
ano. The British have now taken 
Foggia, important for its air fields 
and as a railroad and  high- 
way center. Its fields may be 
torn up; but the country is flat 
and it will not be long before Al- 
lied planes will be at work from 
the Foggia bases. When that is 
so, the whole system of German 
communications in Central Italy 
will come in for concentrated air 
attacks which can be supplemented 
from Sardinian bases and present- 
ly also from Corsican bases, This 
alone suggests that the Germans 
may have waited too long at Na- 
ples, 
Foggia is of importance as a 
land communications center as 
well as an air center. Rail lines 
from Naples, Salerno, Taranto and 
Bari converge here to join the 
main east coast railway leading to 
central and northern Italy. It is 
a center of seven highways, includ- 
ing one of the two north-south 
highways of the peninsula—that 
from Rome to Bari and Brindisi 
—which passes through the town. 
The most important transverse 
highway of southern Italy, from 
Naples (105 miles away) joins this 
longitudinal road at Foggia. 
The pressure whioh the fall of 
Foggia will exert on the German

army defending Naples is precise- 
ly the sort of pressure which Pat- 
ton’s capture of Palermo began to 
exert on the German army defend- 
ing Catania. It does not yet cut 
off their communications, but their 
commander has to begin to think 
about the possibility that his com- 
munications may very soon be cut. 
And he, does not, as at Catania, 
have the opportunity of retiring to 
a short, easily defended line for 
a last stand, directly covering his 
line of retreat. If the British were 
to advance westward or south- 
westward from Foggia only half 
the distance across the Italian 
peninsula, say ‘to Campobasso or 
Benevento, while the Germans 
were still fighting in the hills be- 
tween Salerno and. Naples, the 
chances of any of these Germans 
ever getting back to Germany 
would be remote indeed — unless 
additional German troops were to 
arrfve in South Italy to hold up 
the British advance and 'to pro- 
tect the retirement of their com- 
rades 


A German attempt to fight for 
South Italy must inevitably in- 
volve either an increasing drain 
on German fighting power or the 
destruction of the German forces 
committed to the original action. 
Remember that neither side has 
committed its last reserve. The 
Germans have several divisions— 
perhaps as many as 10 or 12— 
which they can send into South 
Italy if they think the risk is jus- 
tified. Gen. Eisenhower has not 
yet committed either the Ameri- 
can Seventh or the British First 
Army. And Napoleon once said— 
that things being equal, victory 
will usually go to the general who 
can put up the last reserve. 


Of course, the factor of air 
power complicates the whole of 
the German problem. The mount- 
ing Allied air threat to railways 
and roads must give pause to any 
German staff which is thinking of 
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sending German troops to South 
Italy. What is happening now to 
these German communications is 
but a foretaste of what will hap- 
pen when our planes are operat- 
ing from Foggia, from Sardinia 
and from Corsica. 

By what the Germans do, or fail 
to do, will the judgment of the 
Allied high command be formed 
as to when and where to commit 
our reserves of ground troops to 
action. Meanwhile, every day that 
the Germans continue to fight for 
Naples is a day of added danger 
to them, as the great British flank- 
ing movement swings around like 
a scythe of destiny, urged on by 
the furious energy and incompar- 
able skill of Gen. Montgomery. 


BILL APPROVED TO GIVE BASIC 
CROPS 100 PCT, PARITY FLOOR 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP). 
—The House Agriculture Commit- 
tee approved today a bill to put a 
100 per cent parity floor under 


basic farm commodities. The pres- 
ent Government loan price sup- 
port is 85 to 90 per cent. 

The committee also voted to go 
before the House Banking and 
Currency Committee and request 
similar support treatment for all 
war essential crops, such as vege- 
tables, cheese, butter, citrus fruits 
and crops producing fats and oils. 
Basic commodities include wheat, 
corn, cotton, rice and tobacco. 

Chairman Fulmer (Dem.), South 
Carolina, who often voices the 
position of the House farm bloc, 
said such 100 per cent of parity 
price support should erase’ the 
need for subsidy payments. 

(Parity is an arbitrary price cal- 
culated to give the farmer a pur- 
chasing power comparable to a 
previously favorable era for agri- 
culture.)

In his book, “Behind the Steel 


Wall,” he says there are many factors in the German military pic- 
ture besides numbers of soldiers and quantities of equipment. 


As the story is told by Fredborg, 
who recently returned to Sweden 
after two years in Berlin, the Third 
Reich lost the advantage of mov- 
ing land forces without molesta- 
tion when it lost superiority in the 
air. As transport and supply lines 
become more and more disorgan- 
ized, the Wehrmacht no longer can 
exploit inner lines to improve mili- 
tary positions. 


Discipline Retained. 

The German Army represents a 
powerful force, and while its spirit 
has grown worse its discipline is 
undiminished. Officers have the 
men in hand, and the German war 
power still is intact. 

On the fighting front the num- 
ber of elite troops has been great- 
ly reduced by heavy casualties, and 
inexperienced reservists are used 
to fill their ranks. 

The Luftwaffe has been weak- 
ened not only in equipment but in 
men, as Marshal Herman Wilhelm 
Goering has released great num- 
bers to the Army. The air force 
probably does not have today more 
than 10,000 to 12,000 first line 
planes. Most are fighters, as air- 
craft production generally has been 
converted to fighters. 

Since 1941 there hase been 20,000 
training accidents. 
ruin equipment, and the aircraft 
reserve appears to consist of only 
about 3000 planes, which is_ too 
small a margin. 

The German Navy has not been 
improved except in submarines. 
They have shown a _ conspicuous 
lack of activity in the last few 
months, but the general opinion is 
that Germany is holding back a 
U-boat reserve to combat invasion. 

Coast artillery has been im- 
proved gradually to meet an inva- 
sion. It is strongest along the 
English Channel, but heavy forti- 
fications dot the North Sea coast. 


Hitler and Army. 

Since the rise of Nazism there 
has been a lot of talk in and out- 
side of Germany that the Army 
should try to liquidate Nazism. 
Years passed and only weak reac- 
tions were noted on the part of the 
German military. 

The Reichwehr could have top- 
pled Adolf Hitler for some years 
after 1935, but the officers did not 
care to oppose the single power 
which they considered able to 
carry out German rearmament. 

Hitler knew what he did when 
he shot Gen. Kurt von Schleicher, | 
who was the last political General. 
German officers now are well | 
known for loyalty and a sense of | 
duty. 

At one time it looked like Field 
Marshal Edwin Rommel might get 
a high military-political position. 
At another time it appeared that 
Field Marshal Fritz Erich von 
Mannstein might play a similar 
role,

Fredborg says the Generals now 
map the war strategy and claim 
that the party no longer influences 
war planning. The party is left 
with the responsibility of manning 
anti-aircraft defenses on the home 
front. 


Reich Has Reserves. 

While the whole German com- 
munity is overworked and suffer- 
ing from nervous exhaustion, no 
one should underrate its strength. 
Nazism is not going to fall like the 
walls of Jericho. The Reich has 
reserves, and cards which have not 
been played. Among these are new 
weapons, about which there is so 
much talk. They are not to be 
overrated, but it would be a mis- 
take to believe that they are just 
propaganda. 

Only last June a German offi- 
cial said that defensive action 
would be carried through with, 
among other things, the help of 
long range artillery. During the 
first World War the Germans-sur- 
prised the world with their 120- 
kilometer guns. At the end they 
melted the guns and the Allies 
never got hold of them. There is 
nothing now to prevent them from 
making guns with a range of dou- 
ble that distance. 

However, to have a decisive in- 
fluence the explosives must have 
an effect totally different from 
those known today, or the projec- 
tilé must have enormous weight. In 
the latter case, there is a possibil- 
ity that the rocket system is being 
considered, 

With a range of 240 kilometers 
for cannon the Germans could, 
from well protected battery posi- 
tions on the Continent, bombard 
great parts of London and serious- 
ly damage England. But no war 
decision in favor of Germany could 
be obtained that way. Great Brit- 
ain, the United States and Rus- 
sia would answer with new weap- 
ons. 


11,000,000-Man Army. 

Germany’s war machine still is 
held in high respect. At present 
it is comprised of about 295 divi-

The cost in 
lives, suffering, hardships and destruc. 
tion can be known only to those who 
have suffered. 

Turning to the plight of this country, 
we find ourselves reaching the crisis 
period of our war effort. Bitter fighting 
has taken place and our armies are on 
the offfensive everywhere, Casualty lists 
will grow and the horrors of war will 
come closer home to every American. . 

When Russia was attacked by the Axis 
we had not entered the conflict, Pearl 
*Harbor was yet to be faced, At that 
time isolationistn was still in vogue here. 
The America First Committee still was 
openly powerful. 

Today many trusting Americans feel 
that all is well. After reading John Roy 
Carlison’s, “Under Cover,” I'am not so 
sure, His book very powerfully depicts 
the Fascist front in America, Pearl Har- 
bor did not stop American Fascism. 
Many minor figures in the movement 
have been jailed and Fascists organiza- 
tions in this country have had to be 
more discreet. 

However, according to “Under Cover,” a 
startlingly large number of Congressmen 
are still participating in a Fascist move- 
ment, including one well-known Repre- 
sentative from this State.

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: NOTES ON FINLAND. 

It is plain, from feelers the Finns are sending out, 
that they are fed up with their war with Russia 
and would like to get out from under. It is plain 
also that they would like for the United States and 
Britain not only to snatch their chestnuts from the 
fire, but also to butter them. Up to this point, it 
appears, the State Department has resisted Finnish 
blandishments to use our influence to obtain terms 
from Russia. 

In the first place, our relations with Russia are 
none too smooth for a score of reasons, and another 
point of friction would be added if we should at- 
tempt to plead Finjand’s case at Moscow. Moscow 


| might easily remind us that Finland is an active 


ally of Adolf Hitler, tying up numerous Russian 
divisions, while the Soviet Union and the United 
States are doing their best to beat Hitler. 

When Finland first was invaded by Russia in 
1940, there was a tremendous upsurge of sentiment 
for the little country, which rose to crescendo as 
the Finns bravely, and for a long time successfully, 
defended themselves. Before this, a most friendly 
feeling had grown up because the Finns were the 


War I debt to the United States; because also we 
admired their athletes, men like Paavo Nurmi, and 
musicians like Sibelius. 

It is apparent now that Americans did not under- 
stand the Russian invasion, and they linked it some- 
how with Hitler’s campaign of conquest. It seemed 
just another act of aggression in the Hitler manner. 
This historical misunderstanding was furthered by 
Robert Sherwood’s popular play, “There Shall Be 
No Night,” which was based on a fine emotional 
impulse, but with no grasp of the facts. 

The reason Russia moved into Finland was be- 
cause she anticipated the German invasion of 1941 
and sought to: protect herself by neutralizing the 
very powerful Mannerheim line and points on the 
Karelian peninsula which were within artillery dis- 
tance of Russia’s second largest city, Leningrad. We 
are not trying to pretty up the invasion,.but only 
to show that it was inspired by an accurate forecast 
of the German attack of 1941 and by the instinct 
for self-protection. By the same token, Stalin moved 
into Poland shortly after Hitler did, he moved into 
the Baltic states and into Rumania, all with the idea 
of checkmate and protection. 

There are many intricacies in European politics 
that are not taught in schoolbooks, and one of them 
was completely. overlooked when the United States 
went uncompromisingly for Finland at the time of 
the Russian invasion. ge 

It is that Finland was set up by Germany virtually 
as a crown colony after the treaty of Brest-Litovsk, 
and its leaders including the sinister Baron Man- 
nerheim, have been notably pro-German ever since. 
In fact, Finland offered the crown of Finland to 
a German princeling, a relative of Kaiser Wilhelm, 
and he accepted it, but never got around to taking 
over the job. Mannerhejm was able to maintain 
his early hold in Finland only by German military 
support and earned the nickname of “Butcher” for 
the free and easy way he massacred his fellow- 
countrymen. 

These facts may help to clear away some of the 
shocked surprise that was felt by Ameircan admir- 
ers of Finland when the little country openly joined 
Adolf Hitler in the war against Soviet Russia. In 
this war, Finland has been far from a negligible 
factor. She has carried weight from a military 
standpoint, tying up, as we said, numerous Russian 
divisions. She has opened her bases to the German 
Luftwaffe, which has massacred American-British 
convoys to Russia, killing our seamen and sending 
products of our factories to the bottom of the ocean. 

The British have declared war on Finland. Logi- 
cally, so should the United States. In any case, we 
are hardly in position to dictate Moscow policy 
toward Finland, even if it were not plain that, ever 
since the 1918 Brest-Litovsk treaty, Finland has 
been a creature of German influence and is now a 
Hitler ally. If the Finns want peace badly enough, 
they know where to go to get it. 
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RENEGOTIATION IS UPHELD. 

Opponents of the renegotiation clause in Govern- 
ment war contracts, who flocked to Washington 
seeking repeal of the provision, lost the first round 
of their fight yesterday when the House Ways and 
Means Committee voted against such a step. 

Up to July 30, 1943, renegotiation had saved the 
Government the huge total of $4,333,000,000 on the 
costs of the war. Part of these excess profits might 
have been collected through taxes, but by no means 
all of them. The plea of industrial interests for re- 
peal of the renegotiation provision and reliance en- 
tirely on taxation thus would add to the costs of 
the war and to the profits of contractors. Repre- 
sentative Cannon of Missouri a few days ago made 
a fine statement of the case for renegotiation: 


In every war, especially in recent wars—in 
the Civil War, in the Spanish-American War 
and in the First World War—we created multi- 
millionaires overnight. Men grew fat upon the 
profits of war contracts, but in this war, through 
renegotiation, we take from the contractor any 
profit to which he is not entitled and return it 
to the Federal Treasury. No one in this war 
is making unconscionable millions out of the 
blood of American soldiers, 

Let us hope that Congress will continue to hold 
the line against all efforfs to bring about repeal 


of this just provision.

JUDGMENT GIVEN AND JUDGMENT AFFIRMED. 

The voice of Missouri’s people has twice spoken 
out at the polls against the old system of electing 
Judges, in which party bosses had the chief say— 
first in adoption in 1940 of the non-partisan court 
amendment, combining the best features of the ap- 
pointive and elective methods, and even more em- 
phatically last November in rejection of the ill- 
advised proposal to repeal the amendment. 

Yet the St. Louig Union Labor Advocate now at- 
tacks the non-partisan court law and says that Reuben 
T. Wood, president of the Missouri State Federa- 
tion of Labor, will, as a delegate to the convention, 
press for another repeal proposal. Its editorial 
argues that the court plan is an abridgement of the 
people’s rights, that when an appointee of the Gov- 
ernor goes before the voters on his record, the voters 
have only a “take-it-or-leave-it” choice. 

That argument is pure bosh. Of course, the voters 
have no choice as between two party candidates. 
The plan is non-partisan. The only question now is 
whether a Judge has made a good record. 

If he hasn’t, he can be turned out of office. And 
the voters will not hesitate to use this power. That 
was proved in Kansas City last year when the voters 
unseated a Circuit Judge who was shown to have 
been allied with the Pendergast machine and had 
exhibited unjudicial conduct on the bench.

party affiliation of the Governor in office. But how 
about the old system? In St. Louis there are 18 
Circuit Judges. Not so long ago, under the old 
system, all were Democrats. And not so long before 
that, all were Republicans. 

Donnell first used the new appointive 
power, in 1941, he selected William H. Killoren, a 
Republican, from among three nominations by a 
non-partisan commissicn, Two of the nominees were 
Republicans, one a Democrat. What did the people 
think of the selection? When Killoren and six 
other Circuit Judgeg went before the voters last 
November, he received the most affirmative votes. 

Federal Judges are appointed by the President. 
Has that abridged the people’s rights? 

No, Missourians do not want to go back to the sys- 
tem of mixing politics with justice. Surely the con- 
vention does not need to be reminded of this. 
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MISS NEWELL’S STRANGE STORY. 

In the Buck Newell murder case, all was clear. 
as mud. Mystery piled upon mystery. There was 
the alien presence of “Snooper Smith”—now identi- 
fied as a union business agent. There was the se- 
cret employment of John L. Sullivan as assistant 
prosecutor, There was the curiously abrupt end 
of the trial] with a plea of guilty by the murdered 
labor racketeer’s young stepson, which eliminated 
the possibility of testimony that might have involved 
others in Newell’s racketeering activities. 

But as to employment of a special prosecutor, it 
now turns out that there is no mystery at all. Not 
the slightest. Newell's sister, Miss Mary Phyne 
Newell, now comes forward and says it was she, 
and she alone, who hired Sullivan. 

It was the regular prosecutor, W. Oliver Rasch 
of Jefferson County, who suggested that a special 
aid be hired. She found out that the defense would 
be headed by a widely known criminal lawyer from 
St. Louis, Sigmund M. Bass. She thought there 
should be “a better balance beween the two sides.” 

From that point, Miss Newell went on alone. 
She did talk to some of her brother’s associates, 
whom she does not name, but they “considered the 
prosecution's case hopeless because so miuch had 
been said against Newell.” 

Mr. Sullivan, too, is a widely known St. Louis 
criminal lawyer. But Miss Newell did not know 
that. She didn't know any lawyers at all. How, 
then, did she chance upon Sullivan? 

Did she pick his name out of a hat? No, indeed. 
She turned to the classified section of the telephone 
directory and ran her finger down the list of law- 
yers. She picked out several names that “sounded 
good.” But it developed that they weren’t.criminal 
lawyers. 2 

When she got down the alphabet to S she saw 
the name John L. Sullivan. It impressed her, she 
recalls, because it “reminded me of a prize fighter.” 
Sullivan, she found, was a criminal lawyer, and she 
finally persuaded him to take the case. 

She was concerned over the possible amount of 
the fee.

her only $200, basing his charge on the minimum 
recommended by a bar association for court appear- 
ances.

Why didn’t Miss Newell give her gtatement earlier, 
when the mystery of Sullivan's employment was 
deepening day by day? She explains that she had f?

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MEDDLING WITH THE DRAFT. 

Now that Senator Wheeler’s bill is well on its way 
to limbo, two other bills which would hog-tie Se- 
lective Service should be sent to keep it company. 
They are a bill by Senator Taft of Ohio to restrict 
the father draft to men under 30, and the bill by 
Senator Bailey of North Carolina to forbid defer- 
ments for Government employes who are bachelors 
or who are married but childless. 

Both bills would be incumbrances to man-power 
recruitment. The Taft bill would make it impos- 
sible for the Army to obtain enough men if an insuf- 
ficient number were to be found below 30. The Bai- 
ley bill would make it impossible for vital agencies. 
of the Government to retain indispensable men if 
they happened to be bachelors or childless husbands. 

However, it appears to be true that numbers of 
dispensable men in Government service, in cost-plus 
plants, on the farms and elsewhere have so far 
. been missed by Selective Service. A determined ef- 
fort should be made by Selective Service to seek 
them out and correspondingly reduce the number of 
fathers who will be called. At the same time, it 
is evident that fathers must be drafted, and the 
man-power officials should be permitted to go 
about the job without any such handicaps as the 
Taft and Bailey bills. 
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LIGHT WITHOUT THUNDER. 

When the Prime Minister spoke a few words in 
favor of Basic English in his Harvard speech the 
other day, Simeon Strunsky, who anonymously 
writes the New York Times’ witty “Topics of. the 
Times” column, thought it might be in point to try 
out Basic on a purple phrase of Churchill's, and 
perhaps one of President Roosevelt’s. So he did. 

The resounding “Blood, sweat and tears” became, 
when corseted in the 850-word vocabulary of Basic 
English, “Blood, face-water and eye-water.” The 
best Mr. Strunsky could do with Mr. Roosevelt's 
“arsenal of democracy” was “gun-maker of free na- 
tions.” These are phrases that undeniably shed 
some light, but have been shorn of all their rever- 
berating thunder, 

We have extended the research begun so well by 
the Times, and on applying Basic to some of the 
noblest passages in English have come up with 
what may loosely be called results. 

Marlowe’s famous lines work into the following: 


Is this the face that put to sea a thousand 
ships 

And touched fire to the buildings of Ilium 
without tops? 


“Father in the sky, keep safe the head of Gov- 
ernment” is Basic English for England’s “God save 
the King.” The mightiest apostrophe to British sea- 
power becomes a mere “Have authority, Britannia!” 

What of those phrases immortal in our own his- 
tory? The preamble to the Constitution: “You and 
I, the persons of the United States, in order to make 
a union more good, keep the law, make safe the 
quiet of the nation,” and so forth. As for our na- 
tional anthem: 

Say, are you able to see 

By the early light of the sun coming up 
That thing you and I gave great approval to 
At the last light of the sun going down? 


Basic English may be fine, but we'll take our 


Jovian lightnings with a little thunder, thank you. 


Today’s War,Seen From 15 Years Ago 


The Mirror . 
of 
Public Opinion

successful submarine attacks and the wide use of gas and bacteria.

T will be a mistake to believe that the 

war of the futurc will be very much like 

that international conflict which ended 
10 years ago, That is already an old-fash- 
ioned affair! 

In that war of the future—if humanity 
decides to risk it—there will be no non- 
combatants except the very young and the 
very old, and even those will be in the 
zone of fire. 

Women will not be exempt. They will 
have an equality of danger. They will die 
in the same ways of agony. There will be 
no such place as “behind the lines.” 

I am convinced that there will be no 
trenches in the war of the future, keeping 
great armies stationary. It is useless now 
when their enemy will fly across them in 
squadrons and attack their cities behind 
them. The tank and mechanized transport 
have brought open warfare back again, 


Tanks, and Not Infantry 


Our military staffs are deluding them- 
selves if they believe that infantry will con- 
tinue to do the dirty work and that masses 
of men will hold any kind of line against 
other masses, for months or years, as in 
the last war. The decisive battles on land 
will be fought by battalions of tanks, or 
armored cars, operating like cavalry. They 
will maneuver for position, endeavor to out- 
flank or surprise their enemy, or break 
his line, and then enter his gas-drenched 
and bomb-stricken cities, with troops rushed 
forward in mechanized transport. 

In the war of the future, the sky will be 
the chief arena, and victory will come to 
that nation which first establishes suprem- 
acy aloft. The main objective will be the 
national will power. In old wars—even that 
war of 1914-18—Generals believed to the 
end that the only way of securing a de- 
cisive result was to assault military posi- 
tions and inflict more slaughter than their 
own troops would suffer. That tradition 
has been scrapped by new minds, 


Civilians as Military Objectives. 


Their bombing squadrons will smash up 
the enemy’s headquarters, his seat of gov- 
ernment, his crowded areas of industry and 
his main bases of direction and control— 
without which armies become mere mobs 
lacking leadership and supplies. There will 
be no mercy upon civilian populations 
because it is their spirit which decides 
whether a war shall be prolonged. 

During the last war, the German air 
raids in England, few and feeble as they 
were, did much to demoralize the working 
people—more than was safe to admit at 
the time. In France, I have seen a city 
like Amiens abandoned after a night visit 
from squadrons of bombing planes which 
partially destroyed over 2000 houses. It 
was a mere trifle compared with what might 
happen in a city like London. . 


The British Air Ministry recently de- | 


clared that the development of air power 
has been so great that France could now 
drop within the first 24 hours of hostilities 
a weight in bombs equivalent to the total 
(300 tons) dropped: by German aircraft in 
England in the course of the whole war, 
and continue the process indefinitely. 

The largest bombs that could be carried 


in 1918 were 2000 pounds. They are now 
4000 pounds. Aircraft may in the future 


dispense altogether with human pilots, for 
large targets like big cities, and be con- 
trolled by wireless energy. In the next 
war, cities may be attacked by swarms of 
machines, dropping bombs upon them at 
the touch of some distant vibration. Those 
bombs would shatter a skyscraper from 
turret to base. 


Gas and Germ Warfare. 


Winston Churchill, writing as Secretary of 
State, revealed that British chemists at 
the end of 1918 had prepared a poison gas 
of “incredible malignity” against which only 
a secret mask was proof (and the Germans 
had not discovered the secret), able to 
paralyze all life on a hostile front. Per- 
haps he exaggerates its power. 


The tremendous outcry against poison 
gas arose only when the Allies were taken 
by surprise. Later, France and Great Brit- 
ain, and then the United States, quietly 
prepared tremendous reservoirs of gas, and 
are not likely to abandon that means of 
attack and defense. 

Who dare say that disease will be con- 
sidered outside the rules of the grisly 
game? “Blight to destroy crops,” says can- 
did Mr. Churchill, “anthrax to slay cattle 
and horses, plague to poison not armies 
but whole districts, such are the lines upon 
which military science is ruthlessly ad- 
vancing.” 


The War On the Seas. 


In the next war, submarines will infest 
the narrow seas, and only in wide oceans 
will it be possible for battleships and mer- 
chant ships to show themselves, and then 
at enormous risk. Surface ships will. be 
attacked by low-flying bombers hidden from 
anti-aircraft guns in dense smoke clouds 
released by their pilots. 


Naval battles of the future, like land 
battles, will be decided by supremacy in 
the air, which will enable the greatest 
concentration of bombing planes to sink 
big battleships and cruisers as easily as 
the first cannon knocked out a man in 
armor, They need not score direct hits. 
A near miss is more effective owing to an 
enormous concussion below water. A bat- 
tleship’s strongest defense will be its own 
airplanes, carried on deck and released by 
catapults. 

John Baird in London, who has been per- 
fecting his technique of television, showed 
me his experiments not long ago with a 
new form of sight called noctovision. By 
using infra-red rays, which are invisible 
to the human eye but to which certain 
metals are sensitive, he is able to make 
darkness visible and to see from a dis- 
tance in the blackest night. In that next 
war, when fighting men think they are un- 
seen behind the cloak of darkness, some 
observer hundreds of miles away may be 
watching every movement they make and

Pearl Buck Reminds the West 
Of Its Injustice Toward Asia 


“What America Means te Me," by Peart 5. Back.

N this handful of essays, Pear! Buck has 

put her finger deftly and lightly on the 
sore spots of our world. Her touch is not 
sufficiently cruel to produce a lingering 
pain, for she is a simple person, unschooled 
in diplomacy. Others with the same ideals 
and emotions, writing in the months to 
come, may provide the cumulative effect 
that brings about definite action.

Pearl Buck has lived most of her life in 
the Orient, where she was exposed to many 
influences besides typhus and philosophy. 
She has learned first-hand the meaning of 
inequality, for she was a missionary’s daugh- 
ter and white. She has seen two of the old- 
est civilizations look hopefully to the West 
for understanding and harmony, and has 
seen them put off with idle promises. She 
is one of the intellectual minority who sees 
this war, begun in the name of freedom 
which was to be universal, limited because 
it has become a purely military war. 
« * « 


In a few paragraphs, Mrs. Buck points 
out our sins of omission where China and 
India are concerned, Our superiority com 
plex is shown plainly in our refusal to ac 
cept the help of the Chinese in defending 
the Netherlands Indies and islands of the 
South Seas nine months before Japan at- 
tacked them. Chinese forces were not al 
lowed to move into Burma at a time when 
they might have saved that country. By 
the time they were permitted to enter, Ram 
goon had fallen and the Allied forces were 
in retreat. Now Burma, the spot: from 
which we might so easily have bombed 
Japan, must be retaken at great cost. 

Our unwillingness to co-operate with Chi-~ 
na is further shown by our treatment of 
Chinese representatives in Washington. The 
recent withdrawal of the Chinese military 
mission has deep significance, Mrs. Buck 
says, despite official denial. The Chinese 
have lost confidence in us, not because they 
thought we meant ill, but because they are 
sure we know no better. 


She sees in our refusal to allow Chinese 
immigration into this country on a quota 
basis an unwillingness to give up our pre} 
udices. Since we have done little about our 
“colored” question at home, we are appar 
ently not interested in the “colored” races 
elsewhere in the world. In our condoning 
of England’s position in India, Mrs. Buck 
sees us supporting the Empire at the cost 
of freedom for the peoples thereof, when 
we might bear some of the financial bur- 
den which would make Britain self-sustain- 
ing.

In the face of these staggering problema, 
Mrs. Buck's arguments appear puny be- 
cause her appeal is emotional. But ft is 
precisely this appeal which may provide 
the stimulus needed to shake off the pres- 
ent widespread apathy. We are by no means 
a united nation. Education and understand- 
ing are factors which can help bring about 
our own unity. If we understand the needs 
of our own people, we may better under- 
stand the needs of other nations. Like the 
Chinese, we should groom our superior in- 
dividuals to occupy positions of trust in the 
state. There such an individual understands 
the responsibility which such a popular 
trust involves; here he simply takes advan- 
tage of it. 

If we refuse to let our leaders forget the 
cause which brought us into this war, we 
may avoid the awful conflict which is loom- 
ing on the horizon of the next decade. The 
cause uniting nations was freedom: the 
“Four Freedoms,” to be specific. Unless this 
phrase goes to the conference in all its 
pristine vitality and meaningfulness when 
the peace is won, another war shall have 
cost the many what they hold dearest to 
satisfy the whims of the few.

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IMPORTANCE OF MOSCOW MEETING. 


HE distance as the crow flies, between Stalingrad and Kiev, is 


roughly 650 miles. 
in less than a year. 


That distance the Red Army has advanced 
At the same rate of progress the Russians 


should be in Berlin well before the end of 1944. 
Such rule of thumb calculations are, of course, deceptive. . They 
necessarily leave out of account all manner of complicating factors. 


They leave out, for instance, the 
problem of supply, which will be- 
come more and more difficult for 
the Russians as they advance west 
and simpler for the Germans the 
nearer they get to their home base. 

On the other hand, such calcula- 
tions do not take into account the 
potentiaky disastrous effect on the 
German Army's morale and the 
morale of the satellite troops on 
the Eastern Front of a continuous 
retreat. 


Collapse a Possibility. 
HE point is, however, that we 
have now reached the stage in 
the war where, though the 
oe is likely to be fiercer and 
er than ever, a sudden Ger- 
man military collapse has become 
a definite’ and ever-present possi- 
_ bility. 

That is why the forthcoming 
meeting of British, American and 
Russian Foreign Ministers may 
prove of such far-reaching impor- 
tance. Indeed, it is not too much 
to say that this meeting may have 
a decisive bearing on the question 
whether we are to win or lose the 
peace. 

Certainly it would Be foolish to 
assume that the fact that the meet- 
ing is to be held insures its suc- 
cess. All we can assume at this 
time is that the Kremlin is now 
willing, as the British and Amer- 
ican governments have been will- 
ing for many months, to partici- 
pate in three-way discussions of 
political problems, at least at a 
level below that of heads of gov- 
ernments.

Russia’s Great Prestige. 
ROM the Russian point of 
view, the timing of this con- 
ference of Foreign Ministers 
could hardly be improved upon. 

The direct and indirect contribu- 
tions of the United States and 
Great Britain to the Russian ad- 
vance have been considerable. But 
the major credit for the tre- 
mendous victories won by the Red 
Army all the way from the Volga 
to the Dnieper belongs, of course, 
to the Russians. As a result, Rus- 
sia’s prestige throughout the world 
has risen to tremendous heights. 

Furthermore, it may not be very 
long before the Germans have been 
driven out of the Baltic States and 
out of that part of Poland which 
the Russians had occupied in Sep- 
tember, 1939, at the time of the 
Fourth Partition. 

Once the Russians are in posses- 
sion and determined to incorporate 
. those areas and perhaps others in 
the Soviet Union, there is very 
little that we or the British will 


What Russia Needs. 

HE question is whether our 
T geo will, and the hope of our 

co-operation and collaboration 
in the postwar era will be deemed 
by the Russians sufficiently impor- 
tant and desirable to be worth im- 
portant concessions on their part. 

Certainly it is not additional ter- 
ritory that Russia needs, or buffer 
states, however numerous and how- 
ever subject to Russian pressure, 
but and recuperation and 
rehabilitation. 

What Russia will need most aft- 
er the war will be a long period of 
peace that will give her time to re- 
cuperate, to rebuild her devastated 
areas, to expand her production, to 
give Her heroic people who have 
suffered so terribly during this 
war at least some of the things 
that were withheld from them dur- 
ing the 20 years of defense prepa- 
rations and the bitter years of war.

Lingering Fear. 
C AN we help Russia in this re- 


gard? 

The answer is that we can. 
Certainly there is a great deal we 
can do to help in the rehabilita- 
tion of Russia, in the speeding up 
of Russian recovery. 

And such a program of aid would 
be to our and the world’s advan- 
tage ay well as to Russia's. 

But can we exorcise from Rus- 
sion minds that fear of war and 
invasion which they have lived 
with so long and which became a 
grim reality on June 22, 19417 

We cannot do so, of course, mere- 
ly by making vague promises of 
co-operation in the peace to come. 
The Russians are hard-boiled real- 
ists.

WOE. NOLTE DEAD 
14 YEARS ON BENCH 


County Jurist, 64, Had Been 
Ili Since Returning 
From Vacation. 


Circuit Judge Julius R. Nolte of 
St. Louis County, who had been 
on the bench since 1928, longer 
than any other present Judge of 
the Circuit Court in either the 
county or the City of St. Louis, 
died early today in Deaconess 
Hospital of uremia, after a week’s 
acute illness. He was 64 years old. 

Judge Nolte became ill after re- 
turning from his vacation at the 
end of August and took a period 
of rest at his home, 307 North 
Bemiston avenue, Clayton, before 
returning to the bench, which he 
was obliged to leave after a recent 
relapse. : 

In his judicial service of more 
than 14 years, Judge Nolte presided 
over several trials of importance, 
chief among them being the trial 
of the kidnapers of Dr. Isaac D. 
Kelley, in 1935. Two kidnapers 
were convicted, one -being sen- 
tenced to 60 years’ imprisonment 
and one to 20 years. 

A recent case before Judge 
Nolte was that of Robert Nash, 
accused of the murder of his 
father and mother, and now serv- 
ing a life sentence for the father’s 
death. 

Judge Nolte was a native and a 
lifelong resident of St. Louis 
County, having been born on a 
farm near Black Jack. He attend- 
ed St. Louis Law School, and was 
admitted to the bar in 1906. He 
worked as Deputy Circuit Clerk 
while taking his law course, and 
in 1908 was appointed . Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney. In 1920 and 
1921 he was Mayor of Clayton. 
He‘ was nominated for Circuit 
Judge on the Republican ticket in 
1928, and before the election was 
appointed to the bench by Gov. 
Sam A. Baker, to fill a vacancy. 
He was elected to full six-year 
terms in 1928, 1934 and 1940. He 
was chairman of the County Parole 


‘Board. 


His death leaves a vacancy, to 
be filled by appointment by Gov. 
Forrest C. Donnell. 

Judge Nolte is survived by his 
wife, formerly Miss Julia Wilson of 
Cape Girardeau, and a sister, Mrs. 
Ruth Couch of Flat River. The 
funeral will be at 2:30 o’clock 
Thursday afternoon at the Bopp 
chapel in Clayton, with burial at 
Black Jack.

Boston Councillor Asserts 
Navy Yard Men Waste 
Time—Reply by Navy. 


BOSTON, Sept. 28 (AP).—A Bos- 
ton city councillor’s charges that 
man power was wasted at the 
Boston Navy Yard through idleness 
or in clipping the Admiral’s lawn, 
and that girl employes slowed pro- 
duction by chatting with other 
workers, brought an official com- 
ment from the First Naval Dis- 
trict Headquarters today that four 
consecutive Army-Navy. E awards 
constituted sufficient answer to 
the accusations. 

The official First Naval Dis- 
trict comment was issued after 
publication of the charges made 
by City Councillor Michael L. 
Kinsella during a city council dis- 
cussion of the possibility of Bos- 
ton being declared a man power 
shortage area. Earlier, Rear Ad- 
miral Robert A. Theobald, com- 
mandant of the yard, had declined 
to reply. The Navy’s response of 
fewer than 50 words set forth: 

“The record of the Boston Navy 
Yard which flies the Army-Navy 
E pennant with three stars rep- 
resenting four consecutive awards 
and emblematic of continued ex- 
cellence in production of ships 
and equipment is a sufficient an- 
sewer to such charges as were re- 
ported in the public press to- 
day.” 

Kinsella, a Navy Yard worker 
himself said: 

“Of the 30,000 persons employed 
in the Navy Yard between 7 a, m. 
and 3:40 p. m., there are at all 
times, in my honest opinion, not 
less than 25 per cent unproductive 
for eight hours a day because they 
cannot possibly work in such num- 
bers. The space is just not there. 

“Able-bodied men in their early 
thirties do nothing but trim the 
lawns and clip the hedges around 
the homes of the Admiral and Cap- 
tain of the yard and keep the 
grounds of the two dwellings in 
good condition.” 

“If you go through the yard, as 
I have gone through it,” he added, 
“you will see hundreds of male 
yard employes doing nothing but 
chewing the rag with good looking 
girls who are stalling on the job 
themselves.” 

Kinsella said a survey of the 
yard should be made, adding that 
“when they throw out fakers and 
phonies I hope they kick out some 
of the brass hats with them.” 


CUSTODIAN AT CITY HOSPITAL 
ARRESTED ON CHECK CHARGE 


James Sylvester Maguire of 
3413 Wyoming street, supervisor 
of custodian workers at City Hos- 
pital, was held by police today sus- 
pected of forgery after he had al- 
legedly cashed paychecks of a hos- 
pital porter, whose resignation he 
had failed to report to hospital au- 
thorities.

still feels his part in this war isn’t 
complete. He told his employer, 
“Before I do a lick of work, I 
want it understood 50 cents of 
every dollar I make goes into war 
bonds.”

This also has been arranged sat- 
isfactorily, the sprightly, blue-eyed 
man told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today, and now he feels more con- 
tented. “For awhile there,” he 
said, “I was beginning to feel peo- 
ple thought this war was no place 
for a 95-year-old man.

MERGER OF WESTERN UNION, 


POSTAL APPROVED BY FCC; 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP).— 
The Federal Communications Com- 
mission approved today merger of 
the Western Union and Postal Tel- 
egraph companies in a move de- 
signed to give the nation one vast 
telegraph system that can oper- 
ate efficiently and economically. 

FCC's action followed years of 
study by Congress and Govern- 
ment agencies.

GRAIN AND FEED MEN 
ATTAGK OPA PRIGES 


Blame Agency for Coming 
Critical Shortages of Live- 
stock Supplies, 


The Office of Price Administra- 
tion came in for some slam-bang 
criticism yesterday, as grain and 
feed men attacked the Govern- 
ment’s corn price ceilings and 
projected subsidy program before 
the’annual meeting of the Grain 
and Feed Dealers’ National Associ- 
tion at the Statler Hotel. 

Blaming OPA for the looming 
critical shortage of most livestock 
feeds, Frank E. Boling, general 
manager of Hales & Hunter Co., 
Chicago, and vice-chairman of the 
Feed Industry Council, asserted 
that the OPA favors livestock deal- 
ers at the expense of feed dealers. 
About 15 per cent less feed per 
head is available this year than 
last, Federal statistics show, Boling 
said, and attributed the shortage 
less to reduced crops than to Gov- 
ernment encouragement to cattle, 
hog, sheep and poultry raisers. 
“Curtailed Gathering of Supplies.” 

According to P. R. O’Brien, presi- 
dent of the Chicago Board of 
Trade, corn price ceilings have 
“curtailed the gathering of needed 
supplies.” If ceilings were abol- 
ished, O’Brien contended, the situ- 
ation would soon correct itself. He 
also urged Congress to defeat any 
legislation calculated to create con- 
sumer subsidies or to invest any 
Government agency with the right 
to buy and sell essential commod- 
ities. 

Nebraska’s Senator H. A.-Butler, 
former president of the Grain and 
Feed Dealers’ aqrganization, also 
hit at subsidies, calling the at- 
tempt to use them to peg prices, 
“the height of folly.” 


Inflexibility Charge Made. 


Other speakers accused OPA 
regulations of inflexibility, and J. 
F, Leahy of Clay and Leahy Grain 
Co., Kansas City, charged that 
grain exchanges are hampered se- 
verely by a multiplicity of Federal 
regulations and directives subject 
to frequent and _ unexpected 
changes. Leahy charged that Fed- 
eral restrictions have nurtured the 
rise of black markets in the grain 
industry.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 27. 


ia, it was almost like coming 

home to see familiar faces 
when we landed from the plane at 
Honolulu. Our time was short, so 
after supper we attended a movie 
which was a combination of love 
and murder. The plot was not 
very original but it had plenty 
of suspense and the break when 
the reels were changed always oc- 
curred at the most exciting spot. 

I was up at 6:00 a. m,, since 
there was a boy hospitalized there 
who had had a bad time and they 
thought if I saw him it might buck 
him up. I think my promise to 
see his mother on my return 
brought a smile to his face. By 
the way, if you have been a blood 
donor, I would like to tell you 
from personal observation that you 
are saving many a life, Keep up 
the good work. 

We started our flight at 8:00 
a. m. and were, as usual, right on 
schedule, so I had time to get clean 
and to send all belongings to have 
the dust from several islands re- 
moved before the press conference 
of some size appeared. 

After the press left, I sat with 
one or two submarine sailors for 
whom the place was a rest area, 


0 N our return trip from Austral- | 


- They told me how it was run. The 


crew of every submarine after a 
tour of duty comes here to rest. 
The officers and men both come 
and are granted the same privi- 
leges. They eat the same food 
and have the same difficulty their 
first night sleeping on soft beds. 
You may have seen the photograph 
of two sailors with all their be- 
longings neatly folded on beds, 
and themselves sleeping peacefully 
on the floor. I would not have be- 
lieved it had a boy not told me he 
could not sleep at first, because 
the bed was too soft and there 
was too much space around him. 

The ocean is at hand to swim 
in and there are lounges and 


games, Everyone seems to get | 


on with everyone else. They think 
most highly of their branch of 
the service and rate the men for 
their efficiency in doing their jobs; 
They know 
work and they must be able to 
trust each other. I planned the 
next day to have a chance to talk 
with some of these boys, who have 
some outstanding exploits of the 
war to their credit. 

In the evening I dined with 
Gov. Ingram Stainback and his 
charming wife in the Governor's 
house, which is known as Wash- 
ington Place. It was so named, 
I was told, before the Legislature 
designated it as Governor's house. 
It is lovely, spacious, cool and 
dignified and made even more 
delightful by a garden. We went 
there after dinner and were en- 
tertained by a native family group, 
who told us about their songs and 
dances and sang and danced for 
us. Their voices are soft and 
melodious and the girls are very 
graceful. This grace stays with 
them into maturity and even into 
old age. A grandmother, who will 
soon be 80, was as poised and 
moved as well as a young girl. 

They welcomed me and hung 
leis around my neck. The tall 
bamboos made a wonderful back- 


ground and for a time I wondered’ 


if I was dreaming this nightmare 
of war, and life was as simple 
and lovely as “Aloha” made it 
sound. Then it was over and we 
drove back to the place where the 
boys rest after engaging in activ- 
ities which mean that you either 
kill or get killed. 

Yes, war is only too real and 
we must not forget it, for its 
speedy ending largely depends on 
our never letting up our efforts 
till the last gun is fired. And 
yet, just as the boys forget, so 
as to fight harder, so must we 
all relax now and then or the 
strain will become too great.

ARE®TS are looking anxious- 
P ly at Sneir children and ask- 
ing, what is to be done with 
them? How are they to be 
trained for the new world they 
must live in? What sort of edu- 
cation must they have to succeed? 
There is no sure answer to such 
questions, but there are a few 
facts worth considering because 
they apply today and everyday. 
People will always need food, 
shelter, clothing, love and learn- 
ing and work. They will always 
need to know how to secure these 
good things for themselves, and 
how to use them once they have 
them. If we manage to teach our 
children wisdom in these fields we 
shall be doing all that need be 
done. 


IN TEACHING let us stick to 
the simplicities. Simplicity is not 
always.easy but it is always possi- 
ble and always good. For ‘ex- 
ample, simple food is best. There 
has been a great deal of talk about 
glamorous food and an audience 
for the salestalks. 

It was not enough to bake an 
apple. It must be dyed, glazed, 
sugared, doused with wine, and 
topped off with whipped cream, 
and all the time the apple was at 
its best just as it was nicked from 
the tree. A good deal of educa- 
tional fussing has been going on 
while all that the children needed 
was the tools of learning, and the 
opportunity to use them accord- 
ing to the need of the hour. 

That is what I mean by teach- 
ing in simplicity. Education for 
the future need only hold to the 
simplicities of fundamentals and 
their application to daily living. 


TEACH A CHILD to work, to 


work thoroughly, and to a work- 


manlike finish. Teach him to apply 
what he knows to his problem; 
teach him to use what he has 
fully; teach him to find a way 
when there seems to be none, Ef- 
fort is what stimulates vitality and 
keeps life sparkling with interest. 
When effort ceases interest ceases 
and death sets in. 

Tiere is no need to go into fine 
details and plans for the future of 
our children. Teach them to plan 
for themselves. No parent need 
plan the house his child is to live 
in, nor the work he is to do.

GAIN that hardest of questions to answer: The girl and 
the man, and the neighbor who may say ————? 

: This question is sent me from a 24-year-old girl whose 
parents are dead and who lives alone with her 16-year-old 
brother in a big house in a smal] town. She writes: “I’m en- 
gaged to an Army officer but this is unknown to all but my 
few near relatives and my most intimate friends. We .prefer 
to keep the engagement to ourselves until we can make more 
definite wedding plans. My problem is this. My fiance is to 
get leave in the near future and he would like to spend most 
of it with me. I have plenty of room for him to stay in our 
house, but am wondering if my brother can be considered a 
proper chaperon. He is an exceedingly protective person, I 
can assure you, but the age of 16 may not seem reassuring to 
some of the neighbors whose ideas adhere to those of Mrs, 
Grundy’s. It will be difficult to make any other arrangements 
as the nearest hotels are 25 miles away, and with gas rationing 
that would be impossible. If my brother is not a proper 
chaperon, how can it be arranged to have my fiance stay here? 
Would it be better if we announced our engagement?”

SO FAR AS any actual protectiveness goes, you would have 
no better chaperon than a devoted 16-year-old brother. How- 
ever, from the point of view of any of Mrs. Grundy’s followers, 
who may live in the neighborhood, you would be very vulnerable 
to criticism. Were I in your place, I would try to get my 
fiance a room at a neighbor's house. Of course, if you have a 
near relative (an older person) who could come and stay while 
your fiance is visting you, that would be the perfect solution.

Diseases 


Of Army 
Reduced

Logan Clendening, M. D. 


RIG. GEN. SIMMONS, of the 
B surgeon-General's office, has 

just published a summary of 
the health of the Army in World 
War II and has given comparative 
statistics of World War I. The re- 
port is of eat interest to me, 
especially where it concerns com- 
parative figures between 1917-1918 
and 194)-1942, because of one of 
these I can say, “All of this I 
saw, and part of it I was.” 

Of the diseases that can be pre- 
vented by vaccination or inocula- 
tion, the army in the present war 
has been practically free, It is an 
example for civilian populations to 
emulate. I mention this because 
I get a flood of criticisms when- 
ever I publish an article advocat- 
ing smallpox, typhoid fever and 
diphtheria vaccination. 

The smallpox record shows that 
in the Civil War, with two and a 
half million men under arms, the 
number of cases of smallpox was 
nearly 19,000—a rate of 7.97 per 
1,000. Either the medical depart- 
ment was not strict enough, or else 
there were more vociferous howl-. 
ers against vaccination and more 
suckers to believe them then, 

x * * 

. IN THE Spanish-American War, 
with half a million men under 
arms, there were 825 cases—a rate 
of 1.85 per 1000. In World War I, 
with four million men under arms, 
there were 853 cases—a rate of 
0.26 per 1000. In World War II, 
according to General Simmons, 
since 1940 there have been occa- 
sional cases—‘“giving a rate too 
small to record graphically.” 

Measles was one of our 
scourges in 1917-1918. There were 
about 100,000 cases in the whole 
Army. In 1917 the rate was al- 
most 240 per 1000. There has 
been one fairly severe epidemic 
in 1941, but not of such propor- 
tions—the rate being about 50 per 
1000. I cannot account for this, 
save on the basis of the mysteri- 


‘ous variations in virulence which 


infectious diseases go through. At 
any rate, thank heaven it is so, 
because we had a frightful death 
rate from measles in 1917. ' 
Mumps is one of the scourges of 
armies, .not because it is danger- 
ous in itself, but because of the 
long period of convalescerice—six 
weeks—the army requires. The 
army of World War II hag also 
had less ‘mumps, It may be that 
the greater movement of popu- 
lation from 1920 to 1940 accounts 
for the decrease. Our cases of 
measies and mumps, 1917-1918, 
were mostly in draftees from 
rufal districts, few of whom had 
ever been far enough from home 
to contact contagious diseases. 
Now with automobile traffic so 
much increased, as well as in- 
crease in rural schooling, going to 
the university, etc., enough con- 
tacts are made to insure pretty 
general immunity. 
es 
MENINGITIS is also a scourge, 
but because of its danger, not the 
number of cases. In 1918 there 
were 45 cases per 1000 in the 
Army. An outbreak during this 
war made a record of 217 cases 


per 1000. But thanks to the sulfa ~ 


drugs its sting is gone. The death 
rate in 1942 was only 3 per cent 
compared to the 1918 death rate 
of 34 per cent, 

Respiratory diseases — influen- 
za, pneumonia—are still trouble- 
some. Malaria is the worst curse. 
Nutritional deficiency is hardly 
known. The United States Army 
is still the best-fed army in the 
world, 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

Interested:—Is there such a 
thing as a “touch” of tubercu- 
losis? If so, will you please define 
it? 

Answer: Certainly. Tuberculo- 
sis is a disease which starts with 
a very small destruction of tissue 
and which, if unchecked, spreads 
to neighboring tissue. The first 
area of destruction could certainly 
be called a “touch.” It is certainly 
better to say that than to hide 
behind the comforting phrase 
“threatened with tuberculosis.”

Trump Bid 


By Ely Culbertson 


HEN your partner, after noth- 
W ing but a series of passes by 

your side, doubles a three no 
trump contract to which you must 
make the opening lead, he is not 
merely annquncing a good hand 
with which he expects to take at 
least five tricks. His double under 
the circumstances cited has a spe- 
cial connotation: He wants you 
to make a certain lead. Usually 
the contract can be defeated if 
you are able to define his wishes, 
whereag an ordinary “fourth-best” 
lead, based on your own holding, 
would be ineffectual. 

In some circles there is a tradi- 
tion that the double of three no 
trump calls for the lead of the first 
suit bid by the about-to-be-dummy; 
in other circles, it is the second-bid 
suit. Neither of these interpreta- 
tions is entirely logical; the simple 
fact is that the opening leader 
must figure out, from the bidding 
and from his own- holding, what 
his partner expects him to lead, 
Above everything else, however, 
the opening leader should make « 
valiant effort to “hit” his partner’s 
hand; he should not attempt to 
make his own cards good unless 
he has an extraordinary holding. 
Consider this case: 3 

South, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable,

North’s three diamond bid was 
atrocious—but with West’s kind co- 
operation, it turned out well. In- 
stead of trying to make a lead in 
accordance with East's double, 
West blithely led his fourth highest 
diamond. Declarer promptly estab- 
lished the diamond suit, and, althe 
West shifted to spade, poor East 
had to make so many discards that 
he had to give up a stopper in 
either hearts, clubs, or spades and, 
as a consequence, declarer made 
his contract with an extra trick. 


If West had given even reason- 
able thought and consideration to 
East’s double, he would have 
opened a spade, because it was 
perfectly obvious that East wanted 
one of dummy’s suits led and, with 
West holding five diamonds to the 
K-10, it could scarcely be diamonds, 
A low spade lead would have de- 
feated the contract at least twe 
tricks,
